MAY GET INTO TROORLE 


ACCOUNT 'WILHELMIMA" 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 13. 
The German Ambassa- 
dor, acting on instructions 
received from Berlin 
today, urged Secretary Bryan to call Great Britain's 
attention to the German government's 
guarantee 
that the steamship Wilhelmina's cargo would be 
used only for the civil population of Germany, and 
impressed upon Bryan the advisability
